Food Tin Cani. 


In a recent government report by Dr. 


E. W. Wiley it is stated that in .Ger- 
many tlio law reqnir&s that the tins em- 
ployed for holding canned goods shall 
not contain inoro than 1 percent of lead, 
while in this country theio is no restric- 
tion whatever in regard to the character 
of tlio tin n&ed, the remit of this latter 
fact being the employment of cans in 
somo cases, containing as high as 12 per 
cent of l»,ul This practice prevails, not- 
withstanding tho \uinnimity among 
physiologists as to tho effect of lead salts 
yipon the human system, the continual 
iugcst'.ou of even mi unto quantities of 
load into the system being followed 
eventually by tho most sonous conse- 
quences—painter's, colic, lead palsy and 
other trying diseases well known to 
physiei.ius being the direct effects of 
continual exposure of the system to any 
such minute portions of lead salts. It is 
said to bo possible to exclude the latter 
by requiring thnt tho tin shall not con- 
tain more than, hay, iy, per cent of 
lead; also that the solder be as free 
from lead as possible. 


In Germany the solder made use of in 


sealing the cans is not allowed to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of lead, while in 
this country the analysis of numerous 
camples of the solder applied shows that 
it contains fully 50 per cent of lead, in 
addition to this being the lack of care to 
prevent such solder from coming into 
contact with the contents of the can, 
and large surfaces of solder on the seams 
are often found exposed to the action of 
the acid contents of tho can.

Clarke and Dodge appeared as 
attorneys for Mrs. Hartley, who sat 
omposedly, and attentively listening 
throughout, occasionally interrupted 
ay the troublous waitings or infantile 
'estivities of her little one. 


General CUvrke opened the proposi- 
ion by reading several petitions for 
he remission of the sentence of Mrs. 
ilartly to eleven years in the State 
.Arisen on the grounds that she had not 
jeeu given a fair and competent trial 
n the District Court, wao not guilty as 
charged and at any rate had suffered 
uttleient punishment already. He also 
ead a petition from Spokane, Wash- 
ngton, to the same effect, numerously 
igued by former residents of Eureka 
and a petition from citizens of Carson. 


Dr. Patterson of Reno addressed the 


Board relative to the physical and 
moral condition of Mrs. Hartley at the 
;ime the deed was committed, and the 
circumstances connected therewith as 
wrought out by the trial of the case.

TIMBER PRESERVATION. 


Free Acceim of Air to Woodwork Neces- 


sary to Prevent Decay. 


Probably no butter illustration can bo 


bad, ovoii at tho present time, of the 


nt importance of free accesa of air to 


woodwork as a menus of protection 
uguiust premature decay than tho results 
of an investigation, conducted a few 
years ago, into tho causes of au accident 
in an expensive apartment house in one 
of tho principal cities of the United 
States, in which a portion of one of the 
upper floors gave way, and, in falling, 
carried along corresponding sections of 
tho several floors below, lauding the 
•whole mass of wreckage in the collar. 
It was found that a fortunately unusual 
system of floor construction had boon 
adopted in the building in question, Uie 
sp:ices between tho wooden beams hav- 
ing been filled with ashes, presumably 
with the view of making u comparative- 
ly fireproof structure. 


Whatever its merits in this respect 


may have been, there was no question 
whatever that the mixture of as-K.'S 
formed a most efficient barrier against 
the access of air to the timbers, iiiid 
any moisture that was inherently lu 
them or uftwward found Its way to 
them tlu-ough tho tiling above hud little 
opportunity of being carried away by 
any ventilating air currents. The beams 
simply had to rot, and that compara- 
tively quickly. In tho subsequent work 
of reconstruction of the floors, liosvever, 
good Ciiro was taken that they i-hotiM 
not iifiaiu .suffer in tho same r.uy. 


Mill architects generally appreciate 


the preserving influence of free air cir- 
culation so thoroughly that they care- 
fully guard ngaiust even tho painting of 
any floor beams which are open to the 
suspicion of imperfect seasoning Wliero 
any moisture is still present iu the wood 
u coat of paint or tar or anything else 
impervious to air, ordinarily looked 
upon as u protective agent, simply pie- 
voiits this moisture from escaping, and 
thus, instead of guarding against rapid 
decay, really promotes it to a very ma- 
terial degree. Happily this circumstance 
is becoming prdnerly recognized tuid is 
beginning to receive .1 due fijiare of at- 
tention. — Cu&HJcr'.s
